REPORT  AND  ACCOUNTS 

The  Committee  of  Management  have  pleasure  in  presenting 
their  190th  Annual  Report. 


WAVERTREE  SCHOOL 

With  the  Clifton  House  Secondary  Unit  fully  established  and 
having  been  in  operation  for  over  a year,  the  children  of  the 
Wavertree  School  were,  for  the  first  time  in  almost  a decade, 
able  to  commence  the  Autumn  Term  of  1 980  without  any  of 
the  adjustment  necessary  in  previous  years.  Projects  were  in 
some  cases  incomplete,  but  did  not  affect  the  smooth 
running  of  the  class  areas  and  were  certainly  on  a very 
limited  scale. 

The  Adventure  Playground  with  its  large  perimeter  roadway 
was  an  asset  and  the  acquisition  of  a tandem  meant  that 
senior  and  junior  children  were,  with  the  help  of  staff  and 
volunteers,  able  to  gain  new  experience  at  the  same  time  as 
using  surplus  energies.  The  Wills  Memorial  Pavilion  provided 
shelter  and  a useful  quiet  discussion  area  and  the  ball  alleys 
and  amusements  pleased  their  regular  users.  The  most 
popular  item  in  the  amusement  area  “The  Rolling  Barrel" 
was  to  have  been  duplicated  by  the  purchase  of  a second 
similar  model  but  its  production  had  been  discontinued 

The  Swimming  Pool  was  reopened  after  substantial 
improvement  work  had  been  carried  out.  It  is  a major  asset 
for  the  children,  some  of  whom  are  fully  at  ease  and  enjoy 
periods  in  the  Pool. 

The  Royal  Wedding  was  the  occasion  of  a Disco  and  the 
children  were  each  presented  with  a commemorative  plate,  a 
crown  coin  and  a kind  donor  also  provided  each  with  a mug 
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The  Lady  Mayoress  visited  the  School  to  see  the  Annual 
Christmas  Entertainment,  and  the  remainder  of  the  activities 
continued  as  usual  including  the  Taxi  Cabs  and  other 
outings,  together  with  educational  visits,  mobility  training 
sessions,  and  braille  and  music  competitions.

CLIFTON  HOUSE 

The  Secondary  Unit  continued  to  grow  and  sixteen  pupils 
attended  during  the  year.  Three  full-time  teachers  catered  for 
the  normal  syllabus  but  additional  staff  were  involved  in  the 
teaching  of  music,  typewriting  and  mobility.  Some  success 
was  gained  by  those  pupils  studying  the  use  of  the 
“Optacon”  and  the  ‘‘Closed  Circuit  Televisions”  helped 
those  less  severely  visually  impaired.  More  of  these  very 
sophisticated  items  of  equipment  are  now  becoming 
available.  Visits  to  Speke  Hall,  the  Maritime  Museum  and 
other  places  of  historic  interest  were  made  during  the  year 
An  arduous  trip  was  undertaken  by  eight  of  the  pupils  to  the 
Arndale  Training  Centre  in  the  Lake  District.  Those  attending 
were  able  to  experience  orienteering,  fell  walking  and  other 
open  country  activities  in  a very  demanding  sphere.

WAVERTREE  SCHOOL  & CLIFTON  HOUSE  — DEVELOPMENT 

The  completion  of  ramps  to  entrances  of  the  School  and 
installation  of  special  washroom  facilities  has  opened  the 
School  to  the  disabled  person,  who  can  also  visit  the 
grounds  with  quite  easy  access.  In  providing  the  facilities, 
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consideration  was  also  given  to  the  visual  handicap  and  a 
variety  of  textures  and  materials  identify  the  location  of  the 
entrances. 

The  Swimming  Pool  was  returned  to  use  after  some 
considerable  floor  tiling,  lighting  repairs  and  redecoration. 
The  pool  is  in  future  to  be  made  available  for  the 
Summer/Autumn  Terms  of  each  year. 

Installation  of  intruder  alarms,  improvements  of  smoke 
detectors  and  the  continuation  of  landscaping  the  grounds 
and  the  adventure  playground  also  took  place  in  the  year. 


INTERNATIONAL  YEAR  OF  DISABLED  PEOPLE 

The  designation  of  1981  as  the  International  Year  of  Disabled 
People  has  increased  the  contacts  made  by  the  School  both 
with  the  population  resident  in  the  area  of  the  School  and 
with  other  Societies  involved  in  the  care  of  the  disabled 
Visits  to  the  School  and  informative  talks  to  outside  groups 
have  been  a frequent  occurrence  and  it  is  hoped  that  the 
new  links  forged  will  carry  on  far  beyond  the  end  of  the  year. 
The  School  was  privileged  to  send  a party  of  ten  adults  to  a 
Royal  Garden  Party  at  Buckingham  Palace  on  23rd  July  1981 
commemorating  the  year.

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A BRIEF  HISTORY  OF  THE  ROYAL  SCHOOL 

FOR  THE  BLIND,  LIVERPOOL 

1 791  The  Liverpool  School  for  the  Indigent  Blind  was  opened  in 

Commutation  Row.  This  was  the  first  School  for  the  Blind  to  be 
established  in  the  British  Isles  and  second  only  to  Paris  in  the 
world. 

The  School  was  founded  by  Edward  Rushton.  who  was  blinded 
at  sea  when  1 9 years  of  age  and  became  a bookseller  in  Paradise 
Street,  Liverpool.  He  received  considerable  help  from  his  friend 
J.  Christie,  a blind  musician  who  became  one  of  the  first  teachers 
in  the  Institution. 

The  Reverend  Henry  Dannett,  The  Vicar  of  St.  John's,  Liverpool, 
hearing  of  the  scheme  from  Edward  Rushton,  became 
co-founder  and  played  a large  part  in  obtaining  the  support  of 
the  inhabitants  of  Liverpool  and  the  North  West  to  the  venture. 


The  Seal  of  the  School  for  Indigent  Blind 
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He  managed  the  Institution  until  1 793,  when  the  management 
was  taken  over  by  a Committee  drawn  from  the  Members  of  the 
Charity. 


1800  The  School  moved  to  a newly  constructed  building  in  Duncan 
Street,  Liverpool,  which  provided  residential  accommodation. 

1 806  His  Royal  Highness,  The  Prince  of  Wales,  visited  the  School  and 
became  its  Patron. 

This  Royal  Patronage  has  extended  up  to  the  present  day. 

1 81 9 The  Chapel  of  the  School  for  the  Blind  was  built  adjoining  the 

School,  and  was  famous  for  the  quality  of  its  music  and  services. 

1 829  An  Act  of  Incorporation  was  passed  in  Parliament,  which 
regulated  the  government  of  the  School  and  the  Chapel. 

1851  The  School  moved  to  new  premises  in  Hardman  Street,  and  the 
Chapel  was  taken  down  and  re-erected  alongside  the  School. 

1 898  The  Wavertree  School  for  Blind  Children  was  built  for  the 
education  of  school  age  children.  Hardman  Street  School 
remained  as  a technical  and  training  centre  for  the  adult  blind  At 
the  time  of  the  erection  of  Wavertree  School,  a donation  of 
£1 0,000  was  made,  approximately  one  third  of  the  cost.  The 
donor  was  Miss  Mary  Hornby  of  Walton,  whose  generosity  to 
Wavertree  School  during  its  early  years  was  extensive. 

1 928  The  Chapel  for  the  Blind  was  closed  and  services  discontinued. 
The  site  on  which  the  Chapel  had  stood  was  later  used  for  an 
extension  of  the  Hardman  Street  School  and  provided  for  the 
erection  of  sales  departments,  workshops,  and  domestic  science 
training  areas. 
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1 945  Under  the  Education  Act,  1 944,  the  Wavertree  School  became 
the  Junior  School  for  the  North  West.  Secondary  School  age 
children  were  transferred  to  Henshaw's,  Manchester 
Hardman  Street  became  the  Technical  School  in  the  North  West 
for  blind  adolescent  students. 


1 957  Due  to  changing  social  conditions  and  the  availability  of  open 
industry  to  blind  trainees,  the  Technical  School  at  Hardman 
Street  closed 

During  1972  the  Bronze  Doors,  which  were  an  important  feature 
of  the  Hardman  Street  School,  were  removed  and  sited  at 
Wavertree. 


1 966  By  the  Liverpool  Corporation  (General  Powers  Act)  1 966,  the 
institution  was  renamed  The  School  for  the  Blind,  Liverpool.  In 
July  of  the  same  year,  Her  Majesty  the  Queen  graciously 
commanded  that  the  title  should  become  The  Royal  School  for 
the  Blind,  Liverpool. 


1 968  The  Abbey  holme  Preparatory  School  adjacent  to  Wavertree 
School  closed  and  was  purchased  by  the  Trustees.  It 
unfortunately  required  demolition  but  became  the  site  of  the 
School’s  adventure  playground  and  mobility  area. 

1973  An  adjoining  property,  Clifton  House,  was  purchased  and 
converted. 

1974/76  A large  scheme  of  improvement  comprising  classrooms,  subject 
teaching  areas  and  living  quarters,  was  completed 


1978  Approval  was  given  to  providing  a Secondary  Age  Unit  for 
children  with  additional  handicaps.

INFORMATION  FOR  DONORS  AND  SUBSCRIBERS 

The  Royal  School  for  the  Blind,  Liverpool,  being  a Charity,  is  not  liable  to 
Income  Tax,  but  generally  all  subscribers  have  to  pay  tax  on  the  income  out  of 
which  payment  is  made  for  subscriptions.  The  School  is  allowed  under  the 
Income  Tax  Acts  to  recover  any  tax  paid  by  the  Subscriber  in  relation  to  a 
subscription,  but  only  if  a deed  of  covenant  for  at  least  four  years  has  been 
signed.  Thus  £1  per  annum  for  seven  years  becomes  £10  01  after  recovery  of 
the  tax  and  £5  per  year  would  become  £50  05  at  the  standard  rate  of  tax

1.  GENERAL  FUND  ASSETS 

The  School  also  owns  the  following  fixed  assets: — 

(a)  Freehold  Properties: — 

Land  and  Buildings  at  Church  Road  North.  Prince  Alfred  Road  and  Smithdown  Road, 
Wavertree 

(b)  Furniture  and  Furnishings.  Kitchen  Equipment,  Linen.  Glass.  China  and  Cutlery  at  the  above 
properties. 

(c)  One  Ford  Transit  12-seater  Bus.  and  two  Ford  Escort  Estate  Cars,  which  were  gifts  to  the  School 
During  the  year  one  Ford  Escort  Estate  Car  was  purchased  by  the  School  with  assistance  from 
Merseyside  Health  Council. 

The  expenditure  incurred  on  items  (a)  and  (b)  since  1945  amounts  to  approximately  £480.254,  of 
which  £4,000  was  contributed  by  specific  donations  and  £165,631  by  grants  from  the  Department  of 
Education  and  Science.  The  balance  of  the  cost  has  been  written  off  when  incurred  against  the 
General  Fund,  and  accordingly  no  depreciation  is  charged  to  Income  and  Expenditure  Account 
Expenditure  prior  to  1945  is  not  now  ascertainable. 

No  current  value  of  the  foregoing  assets  can  be  ascertained  without  obtaining  a professional 
valuation.  The  Committee  of  Management  are  of  the  opinion  that  no  useful  purpose  would  be 
served  by  such  valuation  and  that  its  cost  would  be  an  unjustified  expense
